There is one eiomeut which is en- 


tering into the European agitation 
over tlie Eastern quention which liae 
not been duly recognized as yet, but 
which ia destined to exert a powerful 
influence in ita solution. It is the 
religious element. More and more 
it, is becoming apparent that the true 
character of the Eastern question is 
a social one, and that, the religious 
interetts of the nations will be a de- 
termining factor in their councils. 


The Chnroh of home ia interesting 


itself in this qnotion, and the words 
of Cardinal Manning, on Easter day. 
were DO idle prophecy. 
He saw in 


the solution of the Eastern question 
the independence of the Holy See. 
That the sacerdotal party ia Europe 
has been exerting during the past 
few month* all iti secret powers to 
bring about a condition of affairs fa- 
vorable to its interest?, In becoming 
very ev idcnt. The leading diplomats 
of Europe have beau the only ones 
thus far who have discerned this se- 
cret influence at work, and given it 
ita proper-value. Seen through this 
medium tbe meaning of much that 
has appeared strange and obscure in 
Germany. Franc* and England be- 
comes clear. The new Secretary of 
State of Pine IX. is a different sort 
of mau from Cardinal Antonelli. 
Cardinal Simeoni is a man of action, 
with very little of tbe cold, repres- 
sive nature of Cardinal Antonelli. 
He will leave no means untried to 
bring about a reaction in the Pope'a 
favor. The rejection of the clerical 
abuses bill by the Italian Sen a to, af- 
ter it had passed the Honse, was a 
marked triumph for the sacerdotal 
party, and shows that the power of 
Catholicism is etill itrong in Italy. 
Indeed, the opinion is openly ex- 
pressed bj prominent Catholia or- 
gans that the member* of the Senate, 
by whose votes tbe bill wae rejected, 
are eeeret sympathisers of tbe Pope, 
and that there are many nearly relat- 
ed to tlie throne who wish to see the 
old order of thing* again eetabliihed 
in Italy. Wbetber eoob opinion* are 
justifiable or not, ilia very «Tideat 
that theee are not tbj* time* to regard 
the Pope'* «Me M b«peleee, or nil 
temporal kingdom M gone from him 
fame*.
